American tobacco artiflcally, and he

Sumatra is a Dutch possession, and 


'he spotting of the tobacco raised la 
hat island has been made the subject 
of investigation by Professor Beyer* 
im V, of the Amsterdam Academy of 
Sciences. This learned man presented 
to the Academy a few weeks ago a pa- 
per in which he set forth the results of 
.ns inquiry. 
He described a "living, 


fluid contagion," whi«,b he declares is 
!he cause of the disease. 
This disor- 


der, also known as the mosaic disease 
of tobacco le^as, may be inoculated 
into healthy plants by injecting into 
tbe stem, near a bud, sap pressed from 
infected 
plants. 
The active virus 


passes completely through the pores of 
very dense porcelain, and can even 
penetrate into agar by diffusion; there- 
fore it cannot be a "contagium fixum" 
in the usual sense, but it roust be fluid. 
Out of the tobacco plant It cannot be 
made to multiply; but in the dividing 
Ussues of the leaf-rudiments and the 
meristems of the buds it multiplies 
freely and over a great extent. A 
very small drop of the porcelain flUrate 
ran render nil the leaves of the infect- 
ed plant entirely covered with spots, 
and the sap of these leaves would be 
lufflcient for tho contagion of an un- 


number of health) plants,

He was a personal 
friend of Abraham Lincoln and was 
Involved in many of the stirring 
scenes of the last days of the Lincoln 
administration. He wag the last man 
to have an interview with President 
Lincoln befqre he was assassinated, 
being In the President's private office 
at 6 o'clock In the evening, when the 
Executive signed a paper for him. He 
walked with tbe President from the 
building, when Mr. Lincoln remarked 
that he was going to Ford's Theatre 
that evening. Saunders took a train 
for the West, and buying a paper on 
the following morning learned that 
Lincoln had been shot.

CYCLISTS ON SIDEWALKS. 


Says Senator Chandler, concerning a 


timely question: 


"A law prohibiting bicyclers from rid- 


ing upon sidewalks will be construed 
by a juet and learned court to apply 
only 'incases where the roadway is in 
condition for use by bicyclers.' 
The 


court will presume that such was tbe 
intention of the lawmakers. 
8uch a 


construction 
would undoubtedly be 


given to a law prohibiting riding on 
horseback or iu a cari-aige on a side 
walk. Why should it not be so con- 
strued in favor of a bicycler who is as 
much entitled bs an equestrian or a 
Iriver cf a horse and crrriage to nave a 
oidway suitable and safe for his trans- 
t? ' 


"If a horseman or driver is prosecuted 


'or going upon a sidewalk and shows 
bhat at tbe time he so went the roadway 
vas obstructed or not fit for his safe 
msaage he has made a good defense and 


wise judge will discharge him. 
This 


is also a good defense for the bicycler 
He must of course show also that being 
compelled to use the oidewulk he nsec 
due care; and a scorcher would not be 
using duo care. But the careful wheel- 
man is entitled to a good roadway, aud 
if there is none he may ride carefully on 
tbe sidewalk. 


".My opinion ia based upon the duty 


of the court to make a reasonable con- 
struction of a general law of prohibi- 
tion; that it does not apply in certain 
special cases. There is no doubt about 
the power of the state or town or city to 
frame a law which would prohibit a 
bicycler from riding upon a sidewalk 
even if the roadway is bad. 
But this 


must be done in express terms. 
' 'No 


bicycler shall ride upon a sidewalk even 
whea the roadway is unfit for his use" 
would do the business, but none of the 
laws are made that way and none will 
be. This opinion may sound dogmatic, 
but I think it is good law. 
I practice 


on it when I ride."

PEW ACCIDENTS. 


Experience His Brought Skill In the 


Use of the Bicycle. 


The mishaps to wheelmen and pe- 
destrians on account of wheels gen- 
erally begins in April and increase 
each month until cold weather sets 
in. In the summer of 1897 the list of 
bicycle accidents were so large that 
some riders of the timid sort were 
inclined to condemn wheeling as a 
dangerous exercises. In August of that 
year more misfortunes of riders were 
reported in the newspapers than dur- 
ing any other two months of the sea- 
son. Apparently the only explanation 
of the fact was that the cyclists were 
more enthusiastic and less cautious 
then than at other times. 


The cycling season of 1899 has been 


conspicuous for its comparatively 
small number of mishaps. Judging 
from the acounts in the daily papers 
and from the observations of wheel- 
men, 
not one-half as many accidents 


have occurred this year as were re- 
ported in 1898, and the mfrequency 
of minor accidents has also been no- 
ticable. There has been a decided ab- 
sence of wheelwomen who are likely 
to lose tlieir heads when in close 
quarters, and little is beaid of riders 
who used to mistake curbstones and 


j holes tor the smooth street or pave- 


ment. 
But the exceptionally good 


luck of the cyclists may be attributed 
to some very good reasons. 
A Veter- 


an rider, who has liimsslf mixed.:.i*ty> 
in several bicycle .icddents, accounis 
for the wheels exceedingly gratify 
behavior lately as follows: 


''Not since the bicycle first became 


ootttt**: cost at present Is best known 
to persons affluent enough to pur- 
chase and play with those machines, 
but, reasoning by analogy, they will 
soon cost very much less, for every 
factory that can seems to bo making 
them. 
Carriage factory and bicycle 


factories especially all over the coun- 
try are taking oiders for them. This, 
year they are the toys of the well-to- 
do. By another season they will be 
so spread abroad that their value as 
playthings may be lessened; but that 
is of small consequence compared 
with the Immense field tbat seems to 
be opening for them as vehicles for 
cheap and rapid transportation. 
That 


they will ever be brought within the 
means of all is not to be expected, 
but there seems to be a good prospect 
that they will soon be brought within 
the means of most persons who can 
at present afford to keep horses.— 
Harper's Weekly.

ing now to meet the drivers half way. 
On the other hand, drivers have dis- 
covered that they cannot bully and 
frighten the cyclints whenever they 
please, and that the latter have 
rights in which they will be protected. 
Not the least plausible explanation of 
the season's luck is to be found in the 
circumstance that fully one half of 
the wheels in use to-day are equipped 
with strong, aervicable brakes, which 
their owners are able to use with tell- 
ing effect. 
While the absence of 


brakes in former jears was responsi- 
ble for many mjuiies to riders, it is 
singular 
that in 
many 
instances 


where wheels were fitted with brakes 
the latter did little good, because rid- 
ers were unskilled in using them. 
This was largely the reason why 
brakes were decried when an attempt 
was made to compel their use by pass- 
ing a brake ordinance. Opponents of 
| the proposed measure declared that 


riders who carried brakes were as lia-t 
ble to accident by collision as were' 
those who did not carry thefti. 
At 


present brakes-are regarded as a nec- 
essity by many riders of both sexes 
who pretend to be able to handle 
their machines properly. 


Coaster Brakes or "Free" Wheels. *j 
Tho advance of the free wheel in 


England is filling the manufacturers 
there with hope for next season. It 
will certainly give a stimulus to busi- 
ness, but the gloom which has settled 
over the cycle trade cannot be dis- 
persed until the huge capitals of most 
manufacturers 
are substantially re- 


duced, according to a leading manu- 
facturer. It Is no secret that the pres- 
ent high price of tires, which has to 
be maintained chiefly on account of 
the abnomally large capital of the 
principal tire company, is acting as a 
deterrent to the successful competi-' 
tion of English cycle makers with' 
their American and continental rivals,' 
and there is a growing feeling among 
many of the leading English firms to 
manufacture and tit pneumatic tires 
of their own. Th» 'dearth Of English 
machines abroad to more lamentable 
to the English maker than ever, and a 
well-known authority who has just 
returned from Belgium reports that 
throughout Antwerp, Cheat, Bruges 
and Brussels, he did not see more 
than tour of flve English made ma- 
chines, and those all belonged to Eng- 
lish tourists. This it « result that has 
been brought aboct in a great mf-as- 
ure by the overcapitalisation which 
has crippled the British bicycle indus- 
try. 
Tbe free Wheel device will b« 


applied to the Chalnless in this coun- 
try on next year's models.

Brakes for Wheels. 


J. W. Stocks the rider, writing on 


the subject of brakes for free-wheel 
machines, says- "I maintain that two 
brakes arc necessary—i. e., a front 
wheel brake, actuated by the ordinary 
handlebar lever, and a rim brake on 
the back wheel, actuated by a slight 
pressure of the foot at one particular 
point in the backward revolution. 
There can be no doubt that the best 
place to apply the brake on both 
wheels is on the rim, which can stand 
the friction without injury, and the 
tires escape all the chaffing, which oc- 
curs even with the best of spoon 
brakes, besides the chance of punc- 
tures, which render all spoon brakes 
comparatively useless.

The Veteran Ball Player Ropes the 


League* Magnates. 


"In my opinion," says the veteran 


ball player, Ansou, "unless we have 
a change in the baseball system, It 
will be much worse all around neit 
year than it was this season, and you 
know that was bad enough. The pol- 
icy of the National League syndicate 
to flourish it» financial difficulties in 
everybody's face, the dissatisfaction 
of so many players and the showing 
up of its inside workings have all hurt 
the game. 
"We must have a rival association 


to stimulate interest, that's all there Is 
to it. The merits of the players must 
be discussed -by the 'fans,' not the 
financial policy of the clubs. When 
you <5au get the fellows on one side 
of town to say that the American 
players are the best, and the fellows 
on the other side to say that the Na- 
tional League men put up the best 
game, then you'll draw crowds to the 
game, and not before 


"I think almost any city would rath- 


er have two clubs than one, and so 
long as they don't work out conflict- 
ing schedules the town could support 
both of them easily. If I get into the 
association—mind you, I'm not in it 
yet; but have promised to go in when 
the plans have all been arranged and 
the money put up—I would pick out a 
a team that will lick the National 
League. I'm looking for opportunities 
now, 
and, if the association goes 


through, I figure I will go on the road 
with the team in the summer and de- 
vote my time to my business in the 
winter. 
"I'll pick the men. Anson has al- 


wavs picked his own men, and I can 
tell you now that I won't have any 
trouble in getting the ones I want, 
either. 


"It's no easy matter to form a 


league, but the time to do so was nev- 
er more opportune than now. Syndi- 
cate ball is at a standstill, and js like- 
ly to do so. In my opinion the Nation- 
al League will fight the American 
League at the start, but if the Ameri- 
can League clubs show that they are 
all right they will eventually be recog- 
nized. I think an opposition club here 
iu Chicago would be a first rate move. 
Opposition, you know—there's noth- 
ing like it. 
"They did me a kindness when they 


kicked me out," softly sighed the cap- 
tain, looking proudly over the twenty- 
one tables iu his sumptuously furnish- 
ed hall, "and I am making more 
money now than I ever did before 


"I still own 130 shares in the Chi- 


cago club, which the management re- 
fused to accept at par when I offered 
them.

Have Helped Their Batting. 


"I don't want to cheapen the tri- 


umphs of the 'Phillies,' but any JjljUf% 
In the League will tell you 'that they 
were helped to many a hit by- a con^ 
federate, by means that are perfectly 
legitimate, because there are no rules 
in the baseball code to prevent their 
scheme to bunco opposing pitchers 
out of hits/' remarked Pitcher Mage* 
to a Washington Post man. "Morgan 
Murphy was the villain in this plot, 
as it was his clever head tbat at first 
suggested the device that was worked 
on the twirlers. Murphy, after work- 
ing up his scheme laid it before Col. 
Rogers. Here was the idea: Murphy 
bought a |75 pair of field glasses and 
sat in one of the rooms under the 
Philadelphia bleachers in centre field. 
This room is one of the suite occupied 
by Manager Sbettsline. Murphy level- 
ed the glasses at the opposing catcher, 
and after an inning or two detected 
the signals. Whenever the catcher 
signalled his pitcher to a curved ball 
Murphy pulled the rope on the left 
side of the awning outside tbe win- 
dow. 
When the signal was given for 


a straight ball tbe foxy Morgan would 
yank the rope on the other side. Of 
course, the batsman watched this 
Murphy signal bureau and put him- 
self on watch for just what was com- 
ing. If a straight ball was tbe next 
number on the bill the man at the bat 
•would set himself, dig his spikes in 
the ground and lay back for a swing. 
at the ball On the curve ball he would, 
put himself on watch for the bender. 


"The Louisville club was the first to 


detect this signal bureau of Murphy's. 
In, the second game of the first seri*s£ 
with the Quakers, our pitcher, Cun- 
ningham, one of the foxiest twirlers in 
the league, piped off Murphy "ith his 
pyglaes. Kittridge was catching C}tn-, 
lingham that day, and they agreed to 
hange the signals by shifting the cue 
o 'Cunny' When 'Cunny' was in tbe 
act of pitching a curve ball he rubbed 
his left hand on his left trousers leg,- 
and on a straight ball he rubbed the 
other hand on the right trousers leg. 
But Murphy had 'Cunny' faded inside 
of two innings. Even McGraw, of the 
Baltimore team, with all his strategy, 
ailed to baffle Murphy and his spy- 
jlass. I was with tbe Louisville team 
when 'Cunny' and Kittridge changed, 
.he signals, and we tried every dodge 
maginable to throw Murphy off, but 
he would detect the signals after 
studying for an inning or two. Every 
player in the league was discussing 
ng Monte Cross's improvement in bat- 
ting. But the Murphy signal service 
bureau explained Monte's improve- 
ment with his bat. 
Murphy was so 


brazen as to carry his operations into 
the games on the road. 


"In the series of the 'Phillies' and 


Superbas at Brooklyn he hired a room 
across the street from the right fence 
and tipped off the confederates as suc- 
cessfully as he worked on the home 
ground. In the game at Brooklyn be 
waved a newspaper with his left hand 
for a straight ball, and on the curve 
he switched the paper to the right 
hand. Of course, there is nothing that 
will weaken the effectiveness of a 
pitcher like the Murphy signal bureau. 
When the batsman knows the next ball 
pitched his chances for a hit are twice 
as many, and hie confidence in his abil- 
ity to make a hit are accordingly in- 
creased at least two-fold. Many a time- 
ly hit was made by the Phillies thts 
season through the agency of Murphy, 
who left McFarland to do the catching 
while he operated his signals. There 
is no secret about this Murphy system 
of spyglass signals to his batsmen, and 
I can vouch for it that I was with the 
'Phillies' when the trick was being 
turned."

woik and work that would probably be 
required in war time or other emergen- 
cies: 


Foundry—An electiic crane, new cup- 


ola, new brass furnaces, coke ovens.ral- 
tlers, pickling tanks, sand mixer, flasks, 
etc , are required for the new foundry 
(building authorized and about to be 
contracted for.) 
Estimated cost, in 


eluding installation, $10,000. 


Sawmill—(New building authorized 


and about to be commenced.] Com- 
bined hand and pneumatic power cranes 
are required; also the present saws, 
planers, etc., required to be overhauled 
and installed in the new building. 
Es 


timated cost, $3,200. 


Angle and beam smithery—(Building 


authorized and about to be commenced ) 
Aa outfit of furnaces, cranes, press, 
blast pipes, etc., is required for this 
•hop. Estimated cost, including instal- 
lation, §.'5,5000. 


Plane and angle storage—(Building 


authorized.) An electric crane is required 
tor hauihog plates, angles, etc.; also 
racks for their stcrage, pickling tanks, 
ete. Estimated cost, $4,000. 


Steel plant—(Shipyard tools ) 
This 


building requires a system of hand and 
pneumatic! cnmea for punches, rolls, 
etc.; also o\ei-bending slab 
Esti- 


mated cost, including installation, $4,- 
500. 


Smithery —An additional steam ham- 


mer, press, bcuting furnace, and dies 
are require! for producing drop forg- 
iQgs 
Estimated coat, including instal- 


lation. $2,500. 


Should the present smithery bo as 


signed to steam engineering and a few ] 
smithery provided for the construction 
department, as has been recommeded 
by a board, the estimated cost for re- 
moval, new forges,farnaees,crancs,fans, 
blast pipap, etc., is $4,500. 


Additional 
small 
toole— ratchets, 


punches, drills, reamers, mauls, ham- 
mers, chucks, bitts, etc.—are required 
in the various departments. Estimated 
cost, $6,000. 


Shipfitter's shop,- A railway should 


be extended into this shop and small 
pneumatic cranes installed. 
There are 


at present no facilities for handling 
heavy parts of machinery. Estimated 
cost, $3,700. 


Galvanizing shop.—New pots, burn- 


ers, vats, tanks, and crane are required 
for this shop; also oven for japanning 
should be installed. Estimated cost, 
$3,000. 


Boat shop, joiner shop, block and 


cooper shop.—Each of these shops 
should have installed an exhauster and 
piping for handling sawdust and shav- 
ings, to better facilitate work in the 
shop as a precaution against fire. A dry 
kiln is required for cooper shop.

(a) Railway.—A railway connection, 


with system of tracks, is urgently need, 
od to reduce cost and facilitate ship- 
ment and receipt of boats, stores, etc. 


I respectfully reuew my recommenda- 


tion of last year lelathe to railway con- 
nection. This department has continu- 
ed to be hampered by the delay, incon- 
venience, and extra expense m receiving 
supplies, shipping boati, etc.

boat shop cranes are arranged to handle 
the largest boati to or from the water;

(b) Steel plant -(Shed for shipyard 


tools.) This building was converted 
rrom an old timber shed 
The doors 


and windows should be fitted with 
frame* and made tight to keep off the 
•now and allow a reasonable working 
temperature to be maintained during 
cold weather. 


(c) Office bnildiog.— A new office 


buildirg, »ith ample aC3:»n;m>datun for 
coatrue tor, huateutaaU, clerks, diaft* 


fcg room, blue print room, vault 
records, etc., is urgently required. 


The clerks of this department are 


crowded, and baveaUogetberJiusufficicut 
space for their work and records. No 
office it available for an assistant con- 
structor or for the osrpenter attached to 
this department 
The drafting room 


will not accommodate the present force, 
and it is necessary to place a portion of 
them in another building. The blue 
print room is in • thirl building. Space 
is not available to propeily file for ref- 
erence the finished plins of ships re- 
quired to be kept on file at all navy 
jards. There ie no fire proofed vault 
for records and plans, and all are now 
kept in the same building as the origi- 
nals in tt-e commandant's office.

cient space should be provided to allow 
for a considerable increase of force in 
times of emergency. 


I respectfully renew my recommen- 


dation of last year for a two-story build- 
ing, 50 by 100 feet, and suggest the lo- 
cation shown on plan attached. 


Adequate and convenient office ac 


commodatation and appliances are eg 
sential to the transaction of the volume 
of business demanded by present con 
ditions. 


(*) Boat storage—Building 60 should 


be extended about 50 feet northward, 
over the space covered by the present 
crane, to provide storage space for steam 
cutters. These are too high to go into 
the present building. 


(f) 
Coal storage—It is recommended 


that a partially covered yard be built 
adjoining the boiler house No 46 to 
hold at least four months' supply of 
coal and thus avoid hauling coal daily 
from Seavey's island. This practice is 
particularly objectionable during the 
winter. 


(g) A covered subway sufficiently 


large for a man to crawl through and 
with suitable manholes and drains should 
be built to connect power house with 
the sawmill, boat shop, cooper shop, 
foundry, joiner shop, etc. It is required 
for high pressure and low pressure air 
pipes, fuel gas pipes to foundry, live 
steam for dry kiln and steam boxes, ex. 
haust steam for heating, ami also to se- 
cure from the river circulating water 
for the condenser. 
The water supply 


of the yard being limited, the condenser 
should be put in service us soon as pos- 
sible. 


(h) Shipsouth shop and galvanizing 


shop—The roof of this building re quires 
extensive repairs and additional and en- 
larged ventilators and skylights. 
A 


board on location of buildings convened 
&', this yard recently recommended that 
a new building be provided for this shop 
and the present site assigned t'or im- 
provements in the steam engineering. 
There is a suitable location adjacent to 
the angle smith shop, where both could 
be under the same supervision, utilize 
the same power, and be convenient to 
other parts of die construction plant. 


(i) Suitable water closets are re- 


quired for the workmen. It is recom- 
mended that one be established in the 
north part of the yard, near the boat 
shop, one in connection with a coal yard 
near building No. 4G, one near the smith 
shop, one iu paint shop, and one in 
plumbing shop.

Certain improvements are proposed in 
connection with tue new 
diy 
dock 


and 
ccahug 
plant. 
These 


berths 
are 
more distant 
from 


the construction shops than the dock; 
they will probably be required for ves- 
sels coaling and vessels in commission 
on which a large amount of work is not 
in progress. To provide berths for ves- 
sels under extensive repairs or fitting 
out, I respectfully urge the adoptiou of 
a plan to fill iu the timber dock and 
construct a pier over the Hue of shoals 
extending from Pumpkiu Island toward 
the Franklin fehip House. 
This is 


toward the city, and in my opinion is 
the beat direction for iulure growth of 
the mechanical portion of 
the 
yard. 


Had the site not been already selected 
I should renew my recommendations of 
last year that the new dock be located 
there. 


(k) Ship houses.—The ship houses 


are very useful for storage of material, 
and in the event of new work beiug as* 
signed to this yard it would be advis- 
able to build in them that the work 
might continue during the winter. One 
of these houses was recently tecommend 
ed to be sold. I respectfully urge that 
the remaining two receive such repairs 
as may benecessary for their ', preserva- 
tion and continued usefulness. 


(1) Numerous minor repaiis are re- 


pairs are required in the various build- 
ings occupied by this department, es- 
pecially to the brow to joiner shop and

the flooring boards in plumbing shop, 
joiner shop and aecocd floor of boat 
shop.
